Response to Amendment 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
1 1/12/2007 has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: There is no 
antecedent basis for the "aspiration port". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4, 6-9 and 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Roll (5,419,764). Roll discloses a catheter for insertion into a biological 
conduit comprising an elongate catheter shaft (101) having a proximal end and a distal 
end, the catheter comprising a material collection chamber (area of lumen proximal of 
102) within the catheter shaft, a controllably arcuate segment (102) configured to 
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selectively transition between a relatively straight shape (Figure 1) and a bowed shape 
(Figure 2), the controllably arcuate segment defining an opening (117) in the form of a 
hole that is located at a convex portion of the controllably arcuate segment when the 
segment takes the bowed shape, wherein a portion of the segment having the opening 
is configured to maintain a substantially constant cross section throughout the transition, 
and a sliding member (stiffening cannula, not shown) movably disposed within the shaft 
and configured to selectively traverse the opening and capable of moving material 
received through the opening into the material collection chamber and away from the 
opening, further comprising suction means, an aspiration chamber (132) near the 
proximal end, a valve located between the collection chamber and aspiration chamber, 
wherein the collection chamber is proximal to the arcuate segment, further comprising a 
material extraction lumen (126), wherein the segment has a normally bowed bias and 
the sliding member causes the segment to become more straight, and wherein the 
sliding member has a cutting edge and a rotational orientation element. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 1 1/12/2007, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-4, 6-9 and 12-16 under 102(b) have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of the reference cited above.
